New Delhi, the 18 th February 1972 

G.S.R. 83(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
at the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Central Water Engineering (Class I) Service Rules, 1965, namely: — 

1. (I) These rules may be called the Central Water Engineering (Class I) Ser¬ 
vice (Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Central Water Engineering (Class I) Service Rules, 1965,— 

(1) in rule 21,— 

(a) in the proviso to sub-rule (2), paragraph beginning with the words 

“certificates of eligibility will not’’, and items (i), (li). and (lil) 
thereunder shall be omitted; 

(b) for Note (ii) of sub-rule (3), the following Note shall be substituted, 

namely: — 

“Note (11).—The candidature of a person who is admitted to the exami¬ 
nation under the age concession mehtioned in clause (b) shall be 
cancelled if, after 'ubmiFlng his application, he resigns from ser¬ 
vice or his services are terminated by his department or office, 
either before or after taking the examination, He will, however, 
continue to be eligible if ho is retrenched from the Service or post 
after submitting his application for the examination under this 
part”; 
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(c) for clause (A) of the proviso to clause (g) of sub-rule (4), the follow¬ 
ing clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(A) The candidate who has passed such examination should have ap¬ 
peared and passed In the following additional papers according 
to post 1969 scheme of Graduate Membership Examination, 
namely: — 

(i) Principles of Radio and Electronics I (Section ‘A’); 

(ii) Mathematics II (Section ‘B’) 

(2) for the proviso to clause (b) of rule 23B, the following proviso shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

"Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes may, to the extent the number of vacancies reserved 
for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled 
on the basis of the general standard, be recommended by the Ser¬ 
vice Commission by a relaxed standard to make up the deficiency 
in the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of these candidates 
for appointment to the Services Or posts irrespective of their ranks 
In the order of merit at the examination.”

(b) for Note (ii) of sub-rule (3), the following Note shall be substituted, 

namely: — 

"‘Note (ii).—The candidature of a person who is admitted to the exami¬ 
nation under the age concession mentioned in clause (b) shall bo 
cancelled if, after submitting his application, he resigns from ser¬ 
vice or his services are terminated by his department or office, 
either before or after taking the examination. He will, however, 
continue to be eligible if he is retrenched from the Service or 
post after submitting his application for the examination under 
this part.”; 

(c) for clause (A) of the proviso to clause (g) of sub-ruie (4), the follow¬ 

ing clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(A) The candidate who has passed such examination should have ap¬ 
peared and passed in the following additional papers according 
to post 1959 scheme of Graduate Membership Examination, 
namely: — 

(i) Principles of Radio and Electronics I (Section ‘A’); 

(ii) Mathematics II (Section ‘B').”; 
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(2) for the proviso to clause (b) of rule 23B, the following provise shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

'“Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes may, to the extent the number of vacancies reserved 
for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled 
on the basis of the general standard, be recommended by the Ser¬ 
vice Commission by a relaxed standard to make up the deficiency in 
the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of these candidates for 
appointment to the Services or posts irrespective of their ranks in 
the order of merit at the examination.”
